Hickey said the new courses 
would be “a little more exten- 
sive” than the existing program, 
but that there would be no con- 
siderable increase in the school 
time devoted to business. train- 
ing. 

The new courses were planned 
in the last three years by groups 
of teachers, with the advice of 
business men, Hickey said. He 
said the program would be put 
in effect after the board gives 
it formal approval at the reg- 
ular monthly board meeting 
next Tuesday.

America No. 5 was formally 
dedicated today on a gently 
rolling desert of endless snow, 
four miles south of Kainan bay 


and some 30 miles east of Adm. | 


Richard E. Byrd's four previous 
Antarctic Camps. 


For the brief commissioning | 


ceremony today, only three 
tents and assorted orange- 
colored tractor vehicles were on 
the scene. It looked like the 
last tiny outpost of civilization 
lost in a white infinity. 

Within two months Seabees 
will have completed a small 
modern village of 17 buildings, 
spread over five acres, qvhich 
for the next three years will be 
the main base for “Operation 
scientists 
during the 1957-58 Interna- 
tional Geophysical Year will 
study the mysterious phenom- 
ena of Antarctic skies, winds, 
ice and waters 

All you can see from the base 
site to the east, south and west 
is the snow-covered Ross Sea 
ice shelf, a bigger area than 
California. But to the north on 
a clear day can be seen Kainan 
Bay, which is one reason the 
site was chosen. The view of 
something more than snow is 
expected to have a_ helpful 
psychological effect on the 76 
Seabees who.have volunteered 
to spend the winter here: 

The view won't make any 
difference after April, when the 
sun goes down and the party 
is enveloped in total darkness 
for six. months. Before long the 
entire base likely will be 
covered with snow. The men 
will have to travel between the 
buildings in tunnels 

But they will have comfort- 
able quarters with carpeted 
floors, movies, radio, high fi- 
delity phonographs, a_ well- 
stocked library and just about 
everything experts can devise 

Lt. Comdr. Peter Bol of Ar- 
cadia, Calif., the Protestant 
chaplain who will winter here, 
said he expects the men's big- 
gest problem will be boredom. 
To help combat it, he hopes 
regularly to plant “seed 
thoughts” to stimulate thinking 
and conversation. 

Shortly before the commis- 
sioning ceremony, the site was 
enveloped in a mild whiteout, 
cutting visibility to 100 yards 
But as the yellow-suited Sea- 
bees lined up in formation, the 
sky cleared, the sun came out 
and an Antarctic heat wave hit 
—38 degrees, ard plenty hot 
when youwre wearing gear in- 
tended for 60 below 

Byrd, director of the United 
States Antarctic program, and 
R. Adm. George Dufek, com- 
manding officer of the Navy 
task force, briefly congratulated 
the Seabees on laying the trail 
from the expedition’s ships to 
the site and wished them well 
tor the winte 

“Little America No. 5 is now 


in commission,” said Comdr. 
Herbert Whitney of Arlington. 
Mass., who will command the 


winter base. Then the flag was 
raised and the main base was 
in business 

Dufek later observed that the 
entire operation, both at Little 
America and 400 miles west at 
McMurdo Sound. was now a 
week ahead of schedule 

“We've been lucky in getting 
good ice weather and base 
sites.” he said. The Bay of 
Whales area, where Byrd built 
his four previous Little Ameri- 
cas, Was unsuitable this year 
because of changing ice and 
difficult unloading conditions. 

Shortly after the ceremony 
the icebreaker Glacier headed 
for McMurdo Sound. where air 
operations are expected to 
begin soon.

Bowhunters say the steel- 
tipped, feather shaft is more 
deadly than gunfire. They argue 
that fewer cripples escape and 
cite the North Dakota recoras 
for example lore than .13 
animals were killed to each 
wounded by the bowmen, while 
the gun averagt amounted to 
one loss for every five deer 
taken The gun enthusiasts, 
however, are of the’ opinion 
ihat. if all guniire were con- 
dined to short distances, such as 


used by the bowmen, the lethal 
power of a gun would be much 
greater than the bow 

The pioneer who whittled his 
bow out of red cedar or hick- 
ory would hardly recognize the 
bow of today. The bow of the 
Indians and the early settlers 
was a crude affair that afford- 
ed little accuracy. The bow- 
string was usually of rawhide 
and the arrows were wooden 
shafts sharpened to a point or 
crudely tipped with steel that 
unbalanced the feathered end 
of the shatt 

Blacksmiths of the pioneer 
period were adept in construct- 
ing the bows and shafts and 
many of them had a reputation 
for outstanding workmanship 
The early settlers traveled long 
distances to the smithy where 
these better bows were con- 
structed. Bow-blanks were kept 
in stock and they were seasoned 
for several months to give them 
resiliency and toughness. the 
jron tip for the arrow was not 
flanged or winged as are those 
of today. A _ round, pointed 
thin steel tip was used instead, 
and. if the arrow missed a vital 
spot, the game was usually lost. 

Chemistry Improves bows. 

The bow and arrow ol today 
would be an amazing revelation 
to the Indian or the early 
settler. It is a product of mod- 
etn chemistry. The bow has a 
far greater pull strength than 
those of the pioneer days and 
the arrows are tested for true 
flight before leaving the fac- 
tery. Laminated = glass and 
wood, as well as plastics and 
steel, have been combined to

The result is immobility, 
stagnation. That is what lies 
ahead of France today unless 
some political miracle is 
wrought. 

The mood of France is bitter.

It was discontent about 
immobility, shortsightedness. It 
was discontent about taxes, in- 
creased living costs, lower earn- 

ing power. It was discontent 
about housing, clothing. It was 
discontent about continued loss 
of husbands, sons, brothers, 
sweethearts in the fighting in 
Algeria and Morocco that seems 
to have no end. It was discon- 
tent about probable future loss- 
es of French investments and 
livelihoods in North Africa. 

here was discontent, too, 
about France’s weakened role 
in world affairs, plus lingering 
fear of a rearmed Germany 
and sadness about dwindling 
French influence overseas. 

In many ways the confused

country. Concerning these cate- 
gories, the figures speak for 
themselves. 

Russian Output Going Up. 

In night-fighters, the United 
States has no advanced type 
worth mentioning except the F- 
102. About ten F-102s are now 
being produced each month, 
and no step-up is promised. The 
Soviet “Flashlight” night fight- 
er, is rated at least as good as 
the F-102, if not better. The 
Soviets are now producing at 
least 50 “Flashlights” each 
month—or five times as many 
advanced night-fighters as we 
are producing. Furthermore, 
“Flashlight” output is going up. 

In day-fighters, the United 
States has only two advanced 
types, the F-101B and the 
F-104, that are fit to meet the 
new Soviet “Farmer” fighter in 
the air.

Circuit Attorney Dowd’'s explanation of the 
Nance case is not likely to satisfy many of the 
voters who elected him to assume responsibility 
for the conduct of his important public office. 

William Silas Nance was held in City Jail for 
266 days as the suspect in a $26 holdup while 
Dowd's office tried unsuccessfully to produce the 
prosecuting witness, a soldier from Fort Leonard 
Wood who had been shipped to Europe. The Cir- 
cuit Attorney's office knew six months before it 
finally asked dismissal of the charges that its 
key witness was overseas. 

Mr. Dowd says he would not have tssued a 
warrant in the case “because of the obvious diffi- 
culty in finding a soldier witness,” adding: “How- 
ever, I must rely.on my assistants and I am con- 
fident they acted in a manner they thought was 
proper.” 

Mr. Dowd's assistants are appointed by him 
and are responsible to him.

He has 
published a book, “False Witness,” to prove it. 
He was convicted of perjury in Texas after first 
swearing that a union officer was a Communist 
and then swearing that was not 

It is much easier, however, to find that Matu- 
sow hed than to find exactly when he lied. The 
subcommittee under Senator Eastland of Missis- 
sippi concludes that this professional Ananias 
told the truth when he accused people and lied

WINTER HARVEST, by Norah Lofts. (Doubleday,

sert and mountains to California, his 
dream of establishing the Furmage Road 
was one born of the desire of g child- 
Jess man to make his mark for poster- 
ity. But when his small party began 
the journey, they set their feet on a 
road that would lead to both disaster 
and triumph. 

“Winter Harvest” had as its inspira- 
tion, the story of the Donner Party in 
their ill-fated and most awful battle 
against hunger and cold. But this is not 
their story. Against the background of 
a pioneer journey Norah Lofts fashions 
a series of character studies involving 
four people: Mahitabel Smith, who loved 
God; Nancy Jurer, who loved herself; 
Cordy Warren, who loved his fellows; 
and Dave Glenny, who loved no one, 

The experiences which shaped these 
four people prior to the migration, are 
described at length. Since almost half 
the book is given over to these narra- 
tives, the reader may feel that by quan- 
titative standards, the journey has been 
subordinated. And yet, so agonizing and 
vivid is the account of the trip, that it 
assumes the proportions of a minor epic.

A demonstration of the re- 
generative power of the United

Mr. Peterson supports his opinion with some solid evi- 
dence. For example, the gain in over-all business activity 
in Missouri since the end of World War II has kept pace 
with the nation as a whole. Missouri’s population has 
steadily increased, employment is up, and total wages 
paid in Missouri today are nearly three times greater 
than in 1940. 

In addition, there are two other important facts con- 
tributing to Missouri’s healthy condition. Retail trade 
has shown a substantial increase since 1945. And 
Missouri has just completed one of the biggest retail 
sales years in its history. In the construction industry, 
1955 was a big year, and 1956 should be successful also.

established in Missouri, creating 100,000 new jobs and 
a $250 million payroll. 

Such is the quick picture Mr. Peterson paints to 
back up his confidence in Missouri and its people. 


TELEPHONE SERVICE AND GROWTH

There is now a network of 1,167,200 Bell telephones 
serving the living and business needs of our state. Long 
Distance circuits have increased 158 per cent, operator 
distance dialing equipment has been installed in 29 
cities to speed up and improve Long Distance service, 
1,345 miles of telephone cable have been laid under- 
ground to protect it from storms and ice, 809 miles of 
coaxial cable and microwave relay systems now lie 
within Missouri's boundaries—just to mention a few 
of the telephone contributions to Missouri's postwar 
progress. 

To accomplish this vitally needed telephone expan- 
sion, the telephone company has had to invest a huge 
sum of money—$312 million since 1945. Out of this 
investment has come another major contribution to 
Missouri’s growth. The telephone payroll is up 165 per 
cent, and telephone taxes paid to local, state, and Fed- 
eral governments have almost doubled. 


EQUAL TO NEW INDUSTRIES 
As Mr. Peterson points out, “We are pleased when a 
mew industry moves into our state. And rightly so. It 


means more jobs, more payroll, more business for our 
merchants and manufacturers. But we sofgetimes forget 
that much of our best growth comes from within—from 
established, aggressive companies that think ahead, 
plan ahead, and invest ahead in the future of our state. 
That’s why we’re more than a little bit proud to point 
out that the $312 million postwar investment we ve 
made is actually equal to the effect of many new in- 
dustries moving into Missouri.” 


WHAT'S AHEAD 
Where does Missouri stand today? How dies the future 
look? Where do we go from here? ‘““The opportunity to 
move ahead was never better,” says Mr. Peterson. 
“New scientific advances are just around the corner, 
including many in the telephone field. © 


‘‘We have just finished a busy year in 1955 here at 
the telephone company. We've been planning ahead to 
1956 for many months. The money we spend will go into 
growth and into service improvement. We believe so 
strongly in the future of Missouri that we're investing 
$50 million—the largest single-year expansion and im- 
provement program in Missouri telephone history.” 


WHY WE CAN PLAN AHEAD 

“Let me make one thing very clear,”’ says Mr. Peterson. 
“We've been talking about our faith in the future. Yet 
that faith alone is not enough to permit us to move 
ahead with this $50 million expansion program m 1956,

invest money in the future without being in a healthy 
financial condition. Nor can we. Expanded and im- 
proved telephone service is only possible if the tele- 
phone company earns a fair and reasonable profit . . . if 
the people of Missouri agree that a financially healthy 
telephone company is one of the greatest growth 
builders this state has.”

What Is Anxiety?

Answer: I can answer that best by giving you a fine 
definition as presented by Frances J. Braceland, M.D., 

Psychiatrist in Chief of 
the Institute of Living in 
Hartford, Conn. 

“Anxiety is a condi- 
tion of heightened tension 
usually accompanied by a 
feeling of diffuse appre-

anxiety. 

Dr. Braceland has also said: “Anxiety may masquerade 
under several guises and mimic and add to the physical 
symptoms of many illnesses.”

THIS LAST SENTENCE is quite significant. For ex- 
ample, many people think of anxiety in association with 
nervous persons who have no organic disease. In other 
words, these patients think they have heart disease, cancer, 
tuberculosis ‘or any one of dozens of other ailments); yet, 
they are perfectly normal. 

What both doctors and lay people often forget is this: 
You can be anxious because you really have organic ill- 
ness. Consider this woman of about 45 who has had a lump 
removed from her breast. Pathological report was hearten- 
ing. It was a simple tumor. Nevertheless, the patient hasn't 
been the same since it was discovered and removed. 

We have used many convincing arguments which, un- 
happily, were unconvincing. 

“I know it was cancer,” she says. She has made life 
almost unbearable for her husband and three daughters. 
The fixation has become so marked that a psychiatrist is 
contemplating electro-sleep therapy as the only probable 
helpful remedy. What began as chronic anxiety has turned 
into a more serious condition.

THE EXPRESSION “diffuse apprehension” which Dr. 


Braceland uses as accompanying anxiety defines what ] 
have often observed in practice. A patient will present 
himself for examination. He will say he has come in for a 
heart evaluation. The examination over and everything 
normal you tell him: “I suppose you're quite happy now, 
knowing your heart's all right. Now you have nothing to 
be concerned about.” 

Such a patient will look at you quizzically and reply: 
“] wish it were as simple as all that. The truth is that I'm 
still frightened about something, but I can’t put my finger 
on it. I just feel that something bad’s going to happen— 


but I don’t know what.” 


This is what is meant by “diffuse apprehension.” If 
you continue to feel this way it is vital that you have a 
frank discussion with your doctor. He must often dig deep 
for the cause of your chronic fear. Often you are unaware 
of the crux of the problem. 

Whatever the cause of your fears, don't let anybody 
laugh you out of them—as being imaginary or unimportant. 
Some of the unhappiest patients I have known have been 
“healthy” scared people who have looked in vain for sym- 
pathy and understanding. 


Records for Borrowing Like Books 


St. Louis Central Library's Collection Popular With Patrons; Emphasis on Serious Music

HE regular noonday con- 
T cert had begun in the Open 

Shelf and Music Department 
where the record collection is 
kept in the St. Louis Central 
Library. The delicate phrasing 
of a Mendelssohn quartet ex- 
plored the room. Men and wom- 
en browsing among the book- 
shelves and record albums and 
reading at the tables were tak- 
ing the music for granted. They 
were used to this graceful back- 
ground for noontime in the 
city. 

“Some people make it a spe- 
cial point to come here for the 
concert,” said the librarian, 
Mrs. Florence G. Lux: “When 
the concert ends at 2 o'clock, 
sometimes someone will take 
the album and put it on the 
other phonograph where he can 
listen with earphones and go on 
reading, managing both the ear- 
phones and the book in front 
of him.” Not many St. Louisans 
know the library has a record 
collection, where records can 
be borrowed like books, Mrs. 
Lux believes. 


“Even when they learn of it, 
some can’t get used to the idea,” 
she said. “They're surprised at 
being able to take records home. 
Of course, some people were 
requesting a record library long 
before we opened.” 

Approximately 1500 St. Louis- 
ans use the Central Library 
record collection. They choose 
from a predominant amount of 
serious music, ranging from the 
Gregorian Chant to Shostako- 
vitch. They enjoy a.variety of 
interpretations. Beethoven's 
“Fifth Symphony,” for instance, 
is represented by four different 


artists. 
They can have light opera 
and jazz or musical scores 


ranging from “Porgy and Bess” 
through “Top Banana.” On 


non-musical records, listeners 
can hear speeches by world 
leaders such as Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Nehru. Poetry- 
lovers enjoy Chaucer in Middle 
English. and the readings of the 
late Dylan Thomas. Events of 
modern history come alive in 
Edward R. Murrow’s “I Can 
Hear It Now.” 

Many patrons are studying 
languages with records and 
supplementary grammar books. 
At-home students can hear the 
correct pronunciation of the 
basic everyday conversation in 
the language they are studying. 

The record collection began 
with 700 long-playing discs in 
November 1954, making the St. 
Louis library an important 
newcomer in the field .The 
Brooklyn Library has had a 
record program for some 25 
years. Clayton’s record library, 
the old-timer of the St. Louis 
area, started with children’s 
records in 1947 and added clas- 
sical, semi-classical and jazz in 
1951. The record libraries of 
University City, Webster 
Groves, Maplewood and Brent- 
wood are others that preceded 
the Central collection. But if 
the St. Louis Library didn’t 
steal the march, it was an im- 
pressive rear guard,

With several thousand dollars 
to spend and 25,000 records on 
the market to choose from, Mrs. 
Lux had a major shopping job 
on her hands in lining up a rep- 
resentative selection. 

The emphasis on classical 
music seems to satisfy most pa- 
trons. One, Dr. James Lum, a 
chemical engineer, 36 Briar- 
cliff, Clayton, thinks the popu- 
lar trend is toward classical 
music. 

“When I was in college,” he 
said, “we had about 200 rec- 
ords in our fraternity house, 
and they were all dance rec- 
ords. Now the house has a 
sizeable and well-balanced col- 
lection of serious music along 
with popular.” 

Jazz was introduced into the 
Central Library collection after 
Oliver W. Johnson, president of 
the St. Louis Jazz Club, pointed 
out that his group of 110 repre- 
sented an active demand for 
jazz. As a distinctively Amer- 
ican art form, jazz merited a 
place, he argued. Now, jazz 
records are one of the most 
popular features of the library. 

Some popular music is repre- 
sented by recordings of musi- 
cals. Hit tunes are purchased 
only after they have achieved 
some degree of permanent ap- 
peal, as has “Easter Parade,” 
for instance. 

“Most popular records are 
too ephemeral,” said Miss Marie 
Stanton, head of the Open 
Shelf and Music Department. 
“We could spend our entire 
budget just keeping up with 
them.” 

Record users warmly praise 
the library collection. One man 
complimented it for going “into 
the little byways of music, in- 
stead of just concentrating on 
already known works.” 

Records themselves have gone 
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into “little byways” of function. 
Teachers find literary record- 
ings a powerful supplement to 
textual work. At Bishop Du- 
Bourg School, Miss Bonita 
Kern has been introducing her 
senior high school students to 
Shakespeare with library rec- 
ords. This initiation makes 
metaphorical language and 
seventeenth century’ = diction 
come easier, she said. 
. _ * 

HE Y.W.C.A. builds its 
T Wednesday night social lis- 

tening programs around rec- 
ords from the library. Resi- 
dents of the “Y” and girls just 
stopping by come to listen. 
They sometimes hold informal 
discussions; when “Carmen” 
replaced the usual musical 
comedies one evening, the girls 
followed the libretto the whole 
way, commenting and discussing 
as they went along. Miss Doro- 
thy Hrbacek, who arranges the 
programs, said she was amazed 
to learn how many girls had 
never heard the opera before. 
She was even more amazed at 
their interest on first hearing. 

The success of the collection 
has justified some extensive fu- 
ture plans at the library. One 
provides for a music toom with 
listening booths aféd the record 
and music score collections. 

Outside summertime concerts 
at noonday in Lucas Park may 
be broadcast from the library, 
as they are from the New York 
City Public Library for Bryant 
Park. 

Mrs. Lux hopes to set up a 
weekly concert with a scheduled 
speaker and discussion group. 
She also wants to establish a 
collection of tape recordings by 
leading St. Louisans and visiting 
celebrities.

West's selection should have 
struck gold but East fumbled. 
He could not make up his mind 
whether the lead was a single- 
ton or from a doubleton; and 
when he guessed the former, 
the defense was wrecked. The 
play went: heart ace by East 
and heart return, won by South, 
with West having to follow suit, 
A diamond to the ace and the 
trump finesse — West winning 
and shifting to a club. South 
realized that a heart ruff was 
impending; so he put up the 
ace of clubs, drew trumps, and 
then conceded a club trick as 
he could well afford. 

It is plain that East did not 
give much thought to the op- 
posing bidding; if he had, it 
would have been easy to read’ 
West's lead as a doubleton 
opening rather than a single- 
ton. The lead marked South’ 
with the king and queen of 
hearts, and if South had held 
a four-card suit headed by those 
honors, he certainly would have 
bid the suit secondarily instead 
of raising the no-trump. (Re- 
sponders cannot well afford te 
hide such a major suit when 
their hand is distributed 5-4-2-2 
or 5-4-3-1.) Thus, East should 
have held up the heart ace for 
one round, waiting until West 
could lead another heart, and 
then a ruff by West would 
surely follow.

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Fight Against 
Rule by Law 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 

WAS very much interested 
| the other day to read that 

there had been a secret meet- 
ing in Memphis, Tenn., of deie- 
gates from 12 southern states, 
who gathered together to com- 
plete the formation of a na- 
tional organization to fight ra- 
cial integration and what were 
termed “other efforts to destroy 
the Constitution.” 

Among those meeting were 
United States Senators, gover- 
nors, ex-governors, and state 
representatives—all people who 
have sworn to “preserve” the 
Constitution. It is surprising to 
have one among them quoted as 
having made a speech in which 
he called upon this group to 
“fight the (Supreme) Court, 
fight the CIO, fight the NAACP, 
and to fight all conscienceless 
group who are attempting our 
destruction.” 


* + i 

THIS SEEMS a very strange 
attitude, since the Supreme 
Court is the highest legal au- 
thority in our land and we are 
supposedly a people who have 
elected to be governed by law 
and not by force. You cannot 
flout the decisions of the high- 
est court of the land and obey 
the Constitution of the United 
States. Nor can you be living 
up to the standards of being a 
nation that lives by the rule of 
law and not by the rule of force, 
which is supreme in the jungle, 

This secret organization cer- 
tainly seems to be contrary to 
the basic beliefs of the major- 
itv of the American people. We 
always have oeen able to organ- 
to~fight to change laws by 
peaceful means and to argue 
about our points of view. We 
are. of course, free to meet in 
any place, at any time, but we 
are. obligated to observe a law 
until it is changed 


* * o 
WHILE A LAW is in force it 
should be lived up to. You have 
a right to try to change it, and 
if you can persuade the ma- 
jority that it should be changed 
then it will be changed. But 
you must abide by a law. until 
it is changed or you will be 
flouting the fundamental things 
that make us a democracy and 
a law-abiding nation 
This organization affects not 
just the South but the whole 
country. It affects 
ciples and the whole form of 
government by which we live in 
this country.

Your Food Problems 


Dressing as a Main Dish 


By Edith M. Barber 


TURKEY OR OTHER DRESSINGS

CIALLY DELICIOUS WHEN COMBINED WITH LEFTOVER MEATS, GRAVY, AND OTHER FLAVORING, 


T is quite common after the 
| notiaay season to hear a com- 

ment such as “I am tired of 
turkey.” I never heard any one 
say, however, that he was weary 
of stuffing. 


There are other meats that 
can be used, of course. A 
shoulder of lamb or veal, boned, 
so there will be a pocket as a 
holder are good choices. An- 
other suggestion is to use a 
mixture of the usual in- 
gredients, but to bake it sep- 
artely for service with a roast. 
A particularly good idea for a 
second day service. 

A small or large amount of 
leftover gravy may be mixed 
with the crumbs that have of 
course been well buttered and 
seasoned. You may add a little 
liquid if you like a moist stuff- 
ing. Perhaps this mixture 
should be called dressing rather 
than stuffing, as it is baked in 
a casserole. 


Any leftover meat may be 
diced or chopped and mixed 


with the crumbs. The season- 
ing will be varied accordingly. 
With ham the herb will gen-, 
erally be replaced with such 
seasonings as mustard, chili 
powder and Worcestershire 
sauce. With meat of more deli- 
cate flavor there will almost 
invariably be onions and per- 
haps celery that not only adds 
flavor but crispness. 

Bread crumbs are good 
stretchers for leftover meat, the 
quantity of which may not be 
enough to serve liberally the 
number desired. At the same 
time bread may be too dry for 
table service, and which is not 
needed for toast, will be put to 
good use. 

Casserole of Ham Dressing. 

One-fourth cup catsup. Two 
tablespoons vinegar. Two table- 
spoons water. Une and one- 
half teaspoons Worcestershire 
sauce. One-half teaspoon chili 
powder. One-half teaspoon dry 
mustard. One cup diced cooked 
ham. Three cups bread crumbs. 

Combine catsup, vinegar,

water, Worcestershire sauce, 
chili powder and dry mustard. 
Place ham and half of the 
sauce into bottom of a (one- 
quart) casserole. Top with 
dressing. Slowly pour remain- 
ing sauce over stuffing. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) for 30 min- 
utes. Yield: four servings. 
Baked Dressing. 
medium-sized onion, 
minced. One-half cup minced 
celery. One-fourth cup butter 
or margarine. Four cups bread 
crumbs. Salt. Sage. Gravy or 
water 

Cook minced onion and celery 
in the butter or margarine 
about two minutes over low 
heat. Add bread crumbs, salt 
and sage to taste. Stir in gravy 
or water to give desired mois- 
ture. Place in greased shallow 
casserole and bake about ten 
minutes in moderately hot oven 
(400 degrees Fahrenheit). 

Note: If desired, dieed left- 
over meat may be mixed with 
the crumbs.

Q. What are wild sheep called 
in North America? 

A. On our own continent we 
have wild sheep, the bighorns. 
These live on western moun- 
tains, From British Columbia 
down to Mexico are many areas 


\in which bighorns are found. 


Thanks to public laws which 
protect them, their race has 
been kept alive. Without such 
laws, hunters might have killed 
the last of them. A bighorn 
ram may weigh 300 pounds, 
and may be three and a half 
feet tall at the shoulders.
